Claims 79-82, 84, 97-100, 102, 108, 113, 1 16 
and 117 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rangarajan et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,5 10,439 hereinafter referred to as "Rangarajan"). Claims 83, 85, 86, 87, 90-96, 101, 104- 
107, 109-1 1 1, and 1 14 are currently rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rangarajan in view of Wiser et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,385,596, hereinafter referred to as "Wiser").
